WASHINGTON (AP) - The Cu­ 
ban people are more interested in 
getting bark to work than having 
fret' elections right away, says Fi­ 
del Castro. 
But 
the 
bearded revolutionary 
leader adds he wants free elec­ 
tions in Cuba as soon as possible. 
He’s not sure when that might be. 
Real dem ocracy is not possible 
where people are hungry. Castro 
said in a television interview Sun­ 
day night. 
He had another chance to ex­ 
pound his views today, in a lunch­ 
eon appearance before the Nation­ 
al Press Club 
Castro and Vice President Rich­ 
ard M. Nixon talked for two hours 
and 20 minutes at the Capitol Sun­ 
day night in a conference original­ 
ly scheduled for 15 minutes. Nei­ 
ther disclosed what they talked 
about, but Castro described the 
m eeting as very friendly. 
’‘This is a revolution,” he told 
his television audience. “ We have 
to attain m any problems. We are 
working. 
As m any more people 
help us. the more we will be un­ 
derstood and the faster we can 
dissolve our problems and the fast­ 
er will be the election, because 
we are m ost interested in them. 
“ In the past the politician went 
through the country buying votes, 
offering money to those who were 
unemployed, offering a bed in the 
hospital, offering a place in the 
schools, offering to buy the vote. 
There was a lot of corruption. 
“ Real dem ocracy is not possible 
over hungry people, because cor­ 
ruption disrupts dem ocracy. Real 
dem ocracy ought to be established 
with all over social justice and 
em ploym ent for everybody.” 
The bearded Cuban prime min­ 
ister w as asked during the inter­ 
view when he intended to have an 
election in Cuba. 
“W hat we w ant.” he said, “ is 
to get as soon as possible a condi­ 
tion for a free election. It is not 
in any condition more than four 
years, in any condition.” 
As for where his heart lies in 
the struggle between communism 
and dem ocracy, he said "really, 
sam e as dem ocracy.” He added 
“ I am not a communist. 
He does not have m any Commu­ 
nists in his government, but it is 
possible “ that there be someone.”

H istorians will argue for years 
to assess properly the policies of 
Secretary of S tate John Foster 
Dulles and his conduct of in ter­ 
national relations. 
From the viewpoint of P resi­

He regards “F oster” as 
the greatest secretary of them 
all.

At the other extrem e will he 
found individual critics who a t­ 
tribute all the w orld's present 
ills to Dulles. A large part of 
their criticism stem s from the 
belief that he followed too close­ 
ly the policies of President H ar­ 
ry S. Trum an and his secretary, 
Dean Acheson. 
Dulles unquestionably w anted 
his foreign 
policy 
to be all- 
American rath er than just Re­ 
publican to preserve bipartisan­ 
ship. He took no active part in 
the 1956 presidential campaign.

Dulles bipartisanship was more 
theoretical than real. 
He was forced to w ork with 
Dem ocratic m ajorities in Con­ 
gress during the last four of his 
six years. He got much co-oper­ 
ation. He also got much criti­ 
cism. w ith many modifications of 
his policies as the end result. 
ANY HONEST APPRAISAL 
of the Dulles foreign policy must 
recognize that its principal ele­ 
m ents w ere based on fundam en­ 
tals adopted before he came to 
the job.

Corporations and other political 
divisions follow his lead when 
they borrow money.

now, many issues of 
United States Government bonds 
are selling to yield 4 per cent 
and more.

Red’s Middle-East Success 
May Prove to Re Headache

Some State Department analysts 
are intrigued by a chance that 
what seems a brilliant Communist 
success in the Middle East may 
prove to be a troublesome and 
even dangerous headache for Mos­ 
cow. 
The speculation seems justified 
that events in Iraq can cause trou­ 
ble for the Kremlin. Soviet Com­ 
munists for years cheerfully based 
their 
confidence 
on 
what 
they 
called 
capitalist 
contradictions. 
They have many of their own— 
perhaps more than the West has 
suspected. 
One 
seems 
to 
be 
emerging now. 
inflexible l>ogma 
Deep-rooted Russian imperialist 
tradition and the awkwardly in­ 
flexible dogma of Marxism-Lenin­ 
ism may be colliding with 1959 im­ 
patience. 
A clue came early this year 
from the 21st party congress in 
Moscow, attended by Communist 
leaders from all over the world. ¡ 
Developing at that moment was 
the Iraq situation, with its look 
of golden opportunity. 
To the Great Russians here was 
a chance to realize what the czars 
had vainly dreamed of for cen­ 
turies: a foothold on the Persian 
Gulf. 
To 
the Communists, 
here 
was a chance to establish con­ 
trolling influence for the first time 
in an important Arab oil produc­ 
ing area. But two things were in 
the 
way—Russian 
tradition 
and 
Communist dogma. 
Moved Restlessly 
Moving out restlessly for cen­ 
turies from the duchy of Muscovy, 
the Russians did not overleap land 
barriers. In modem times, com­ 
munism was imposed upon nations 
only where there was bordering 
Communist territory. Turkey and 
Iran lie between the U.S.S.K. and 
Iraq. 
Communists label 
Iraq feudal, 
colonial 
and 
dependent. 
Dogma 
would require that Iraq now de­ 
velop 
her 
"national 
bourgeois'' 
(nuüdle class* 
revolution to the 
point where a significant industrial 
proletariat would be the excuse 
and 
the 
instrument 
for 
seizing 
power. 
But what about local Commu­ 
nists? Should they forego oppor­ 
tunities because of traditions and 
outdated dogma? Could they be 
faithful indefinitely without pros­ 
pect of victory in their own lands 
and rewards in their own tune? 
Prestige at Stake 
Conservative 
Moscow 
Commu­ 
nists might shy away from the 
prospect of communism trying to 
survive as government and way of 
life in a country' lacking a border 
with 
another 
Communist 
state. 
The 
prestige 
of 
the 
movement 
would be at stake. 
Moscow strategy planners, too, 
would be wary of permitting an 
overt 
seizure 
of 
power 
which 
might bring a direct 
threat of 
world war. Communists are sup­ 
posed 
to serve Moscow 
foreign 
policy, not their national interests.

But impatient foreign Commu­ 
nists may see matters quite dif­ 
ferently. 
In 
Stalin's 
day 
they 
would have feared to speak, but 
divisions 
inside

Congress Offers Hint 
The 21st congress offered a hint, 
in Communist double-talk, that a 
division on this score is widening. 
On an issue like Iraq it could 
bring a serious clash between old- 
line dogmatic Bolsheviks and the 
impatient and even reckless So­ 
viet communists anxious to speed 
up a world revolution. 
Some 
congress 
speakers 
re­ 
ferred to the dogma that in “ co- 
Communists should join and co­ 
lonial 
and 
dependent 
countries” 
operate 
with 
elements 
of 
the 
“ national 
bourgeoisie," 
meaning 
whatever dupes they could find in 
the middle class. They brought up 
the question whether, in the light 
of the sw ift modem pace of events, 
the time had not arrived when 
Communists 
could 
“ overpower" 
the middle class where the oppor­ 
tunity palpably was at hand. 


Strain at B it 
In a situation like Iraq's, domes­ 
tic Communists may strain at the 
bit. If Moscow should check them 
short of seizing the government, 
th're could be serious repercus­ 
sions, 
not o.ily among Commu­ 
nists in lands far removed from 
the Red bloc, but from the im­ 
patient wing of the party in Mos­ 
cow itself.

Are >ou protecting your child 
against T B ? 
"Rut children don't often get 
T B .” you say. 
Right, depending on what you 
mean by “ often.” Speaking sta­ 
tistically, the 
tuberculosis age 
picture has changed. Formerly, 
most 
T B 
cases 
were 
among 
adolescents 
and 
young 
adults. 
Today, the proportion of cases 
and deaths among older people 
is rising. About half the cases 
are mong people over 45. But 
this 
change 
in 
the statistical 
picture is not much consolation 
to the thousands of younger peo­ 
ple who are still getting TB. 
Even in the age group where the 
lowest 
number 
of. cases 
are 
found 
between 5 and 14— more 
than 2,(XH) new cases are found 
a year. 
, 
Unlike most of the infectious 
childhood diseases, T B is not a 
one-time problem. You can’t say, 
“ Well, at least we won't have 
1o worry about that one again " 
A child who has once had T B 
has to be wary of it for the rest 
of his life. The disease may be 
cured for the time being, but 
foci of infection remain in the 
body quietly waiting for another 
opportunity to start active dis­ 
ease. 
Of course, you want 
to do 
what you can to protect your 
child 
against 
such 
a 
future. 
W hat can you do to protect your 
child? 
First, of course 
he needs a 
healthy body fortified with good 
nutrition and good health habits 
which will enable him to fight 
back against any infection. 
Second, he should have regu­ 
lar tests to find out whether he 
has been exposed to TB. There 
may be a tuberculin testing pro­ 
gram in his school. If not. the 
family doctor will give the test. 
If the result is negative, you 
have 
nothing 
to worry 
about 
except to make sure the test is 
repeated as often as the doctor 
advises. If the test is positive, 
the source of the 
germs will 
probably be found in some adult 
in close contact with the child. 
Chances are your child won’t 
have active disease, but the doc­ 
tor may advise special measures 
to k 'ep up his resistance.

N EW YO RK (AP) — A tri-state 
commission to make a five-mil­ 
lion-dollar survey of all transpor­ 
tation needs for the next 25 years 
has been proposed to the gover­ 
nors of New York, New Jersey 
and Connecticut. 
The proposal was made yester­ 
day by the Regional Plan Assn. 
All forms of transportation of peo­ 
ple and goods would be examined. 
The proposed agency would be 
known as the Metropolitan Trans­ 
portation Commission. The Region­ 
al Plan Assn. is a research and 
planning agency supported by vol­

the coordinated development of the 
three-state metropolitan area. 
The commission,

to 
the proposal, would have 21 mem­ 
bers — seven from each state. It

but would have no authority to put 
its decisions into effect.

said today it would be immoral 
to postpone paying off part of the 
record national debt in prosperous 
times. 
Furthermore, Anderson declared 
a budget surplus that would per­ 
mit debt repayment is one of the 
steps required to head off infla­ 
tion 
‘ We must realize that long term 
economic growth in real terms can 
be achieved only without 
infla­ 
tion. ’ Anderson said in a speech 
prepared for the annual meeting 
of The Associated Press. 
He rejected arguments of some 
administration critics who want to 
stimulate 
the 
economy 
through 
greater federal spending. 
"We must not. as we come out 
of a recession, seek to force the 
economy into a quick boom which 
can later injure our 
long 
run 
capacity to produce," 
Anderson 
said. 
The national debt now stands at 
286 billion dollars — the highest | 
point on record. 
"To ignore the obligation of pay­ 
ing off some part of our debt dur- j 
ing prosperous times is contrary 
to all of our American traditions 
of good faith and performance,” j 
Anderson said. 
Anderson said ho rejects talk j 
that "efforts to balance the bud-¡ 
get are without hope.” 
He recalled that last January 
the administration estimated^ fed­ 
eral revenues would total 77 bil­ 
lion dollars in the 1960 fiscal year, 
that begins July 1. 
"Today,” 
he said, 
"I 
believe 
there is even more evidence to 
support this estimate than there 
was last January." 
This statement conflicted with 
a recent estimate by the House 
Ways and Means Committee staff 
that revenues will fall more than 
a billion dollars short of the ad­ 
ministration’s target.

T rouble as Well as Happiness

Having a great grand-m other 
is no longer unusual in America. 
Four-generation 
families 
are 
"typical” of this country today, 
according to Dr. Wilma D ona­ 
hue, chairm an of the University 
of Michigan’s division of geron­ 
tology-. 
And, this woman expert 
on 
aging predicts, the five and six- 
generation family may become 
commonplace. 
"One survey of college students 
showed 
that 
nearly 
half 
had 
a total of seven or more living 
parents, grandparents and great- 
grandparents,” Dr. D o n a h u e 
said. “Family life has lengthened 
strikingly in the last 50 years. 
"Newlyweds of 1900 could ex­ 
pect an average of 30 years to­ 
gether. 
Now 
this 
figure 
has 
climbed to 43 years." 
O ther statistics have changed, 
too, according to Dr. Donahue. 
"Women have more chances to 
work." Dr. Donahue said. "The 
result is that social institutions 
have taken over m any of the 
traditional 
family jobs women 
used to do. These include care of 
the sick, entertainm ent, educa­ 
tion and religious instruction.” 
“The child-bearing years have 
been reduced to half their for­ 
m er figure,” she said. "The fam ­ 
ily is healthier.

the 
family units hit by death some 
40 per cent since 1900. Today, 
only 6 per cent of those wid­ 
owed are under 45 years old."
